WENTY-FIRST YEAR 
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Voters Approve Stand 
'. EDITORIAL 
Commendation, from all sides,.was received by 

the Record-Herald yesterday for its starfd on the 

questions to be voted on next Tuesday by the elec- 
tors of Richmond. Voters were urged to support 
annexation to the East Bay Utility District, and to 
sec that the bond issué of $50,000 for, a‘ public bath- 
house was put over. On 'the other hand the Record- 

Herald urged that the best interests of the people of 

Richmond would be conserved by voting against is- 

suing $150,000 in bonds for a city hospital, and also 

against the adoption of the new charter. 

Hunureds called up this office by telephone and 
many appeared in person, and in_every instance their 
Statement was “Those are our sentiments.” 

There is a trite-and true saying “look before 
you leap,” and this applies to the hospital project. 
For the voters ‘to sanction the establishment of a mu- 
nicipal hospital, would be treading on very danger- 
ous ground. ‘It-would very! likely result in the City 
getting in such deep : a 
cernéd-fthat it wéeuld ‘be impossible “to” undo «the 
mistake without great financial loss -to ‘the taxpayer. 

No one is in a position to state just how heavy 
a burden a city hospital would be on the pocket- 


ot 


books of the property owners, but the histgry of hos-. 


pitals is one of deficits. 

At the present ‘time’ the taxpayers of Richmond 
are paying a county hospital’tax of 14 cents on each 
$100 for the support of the county hospital at Mar- 
tinez. The county valuation of Richmond property 
is $23,247,715 and the fourteen cents tax levy means 
that $32,546.80 is being paid the county every year 
by the taxpayers of this city, for this purpose. 

~To maintain this institution it takes from 9 to 
12 nurses, a physician and assistant, a superinten- 
dent, and assistant, two cooks, waiters, attendants, 
laundryman and other help. Then in addition 
there is the food for the patients, the drugs and sup- 
plies, light and heat, the upkeep of the buildings and 
other stems too numerous to mention. 


The above are about the items that would have ‘ 


to be provided for.in the maintenance of a mutticipal 
hospital for Richmond.‘ 

The Record-Herald does not believe that this 
additional burden should be assumed at the: present 
time. It is far better to be “safe” than “sorry.” * 


Again the advice is given VOTE “NO” on’ the

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—The dis- 
aster off Point Honda, California, 
September 8, which resulted in the 
stranding of nine destroyers, is di- 
rectly attributable to the “errors of 
judgment and faulty. navigation on 
the part of three officers attached to 
and serving on the Delphy, the offi- 
cial board of inquiry found in its 
report to the navy department, made 
public today. in 

The three officers referred to were 
the squadron commander, Captain 
Edward’ H. Watson; the commanding 
Officer of the Delphy, Lieutenant 
Commander’ Donald T. Hunter, and 
the navigating officer, Lieutenant 
Lawrence F, Blodgett. 

“In the opinion of. the court.” the 
report declared, “tere is nothing’ 
which will excuse thé squadron com- 
mander, the captaitt of the Delphy 
and: the navigating officer from ac- 
cepting full responsibility for the ac- 
cident.: The court sees no extenuat- 
ing circumstances. In the case of 
division commanders: the. court finds 
they must’ be’ held responsible in a:
